If I touch an earphone to pin 3 of the keyer chip, I get 
great sidetone. However, nothing that I do with the Tick keys the rig.

Bill KD7S had a capital suggestion. If you got a bum xtal from Norcal the 
ideal way to get a new one is to send Doug Hendricks a small padded SASE. 
Look, you are entitled to your crystal, I know. But consider these factors. 


Doug and Jim have put literally hundreds of hours of sweat equity into 
getting your 38S manufactured and into your hands. A commercial for-profit 
outfit couldn't do it for twice the money, and frankly a commercial outfit 
shouldn't do it, since they would lose their shirts. But note that on top of 
the labor, these guys took a big risk in doing this. They collected several 
tens of thousands of dollars and bought boards and parts with the money--if 
the darn things didn't work (boy did that worry me when I built one of the 
first ones--thank God it worked!) they had a pile of parts and hundreds of 
folks who would want their money back. In case you didn't notice, Norcal is 
us (apologies to Pogo.) 


Now, multiply the 32 cents plus envelope cost for each kit (x275) and you 
come up with more than $100 out of either Doug's own pocket (totally unfair) 
or Norcal's--remember that's us. I would respectfully suggest that while 
email may look faster and 64 cents cheaper (if you pay the round trip), 
better practice and potentially faster service will be forthcoming if you get 
out your ball point, address the envelope and enclose a return envelope.

OK OK so we put power on already...Smoke stayed in... 
Just a relay click...Ummmm Thats not right.... 
But more on that in a minute. 


I sort of lied the other day when I said that I had checked 
all of the installed parts. What I had done was inventoried 
all the parts and listed what was installed. Today went back 
and checked installed versus what was specified. Didn't find 


1. Zener diode in the RIT circuit is a 400mw unit instead 
of the 500mw unit listed in the parts list. 

2. The 47p£ cap from the pin 7 of the TX mixer NE602 is a 
disc ceramic instead of the mono spec'd in the parts list. 

3. There was a flaky looking poly cap in the VFO ckt that 
didn't match the physical looks of the like valued unit 
setting next to it so I put the matching one from the parts 
cache in it's place. It was really too fat for the location. 
Don't know whiy the other one wasn't in there... It looked 
unused. 

4. The trimmer cap for the VFO is spec'd as an 8 pf unit but 
a 50pf unit is in there. No 8pf in sight. All the trimmers are 
orange, so I'm assuming they're all 50pf. Not worrying 


about this one. 
5. The driver device is spec'd as a 2N3866 or 2N5107 but a 
2N2222a is installed. There is an ECG 311 in the parts cache 
that may have been intended for that slot at some time. I have 
a hunch that maybe the biasing is not quite right on the 
driver since they (Radiokit) seem to have been changing 
that device around. It was a 2N5109, then changed to a 
2N2222a, then to a 2N3866 or 2N5107. The emitter resistor 
was shown as 47ohms bypassed with a .1 cap. Now the 
note says use the 2N3866 or 2N5107 and use a 15o0hm 
emitter resistor. The rig presently has a 2N2222 and a 15 
ohm emitter resistor in there....We'll see I guess.... 
6. The notes say that the final is now a 2SC2075 but an MRF 476 
is in there. The NA5N Data Book says that the 2075 is a ‘Motorola 
direct replacement' so I guess that's ok. The parts cache has 
an ECG 235, a T0220 device that maybe someone had 
something in mind for.... Tested the MRF476 with an ohm meter and 
its not shorted or open... 
7. The RF chokes in series with the crystals in the BFO and TX 
offset osc are both spec'd as 10uh units. One has a 22uh unit 
installed, and the other has an 18uh unit installed. The QRP-30 
uses 22uh units and the original QRP 15 article used 33 turns of 
#32 on a T25-2 core... I have some 10s if we get into a problem here. 


So thats about the size of that. Most parts OK... I suspect some of the 
changes I see are due to previous debug work.... 


Went to my favorite parts store in Austin today(M.C. Howard Electronics, Inc) 
to pick up some parts and see if I could get the right driver device. 

Howard started an industrial surplus/salvage operation and so you can never 
tell what you might find in there. Couldn't find the 2N3866/2N5107 but 

got a lot of other stuff. Almost like Dayton....buy parts by the handful. 
Bought about a 1/2 bushel of crystals...but more on that next week when 

I have time to see just what I got. Had another 1/2 bushel there, but 
couldn't figure out what I'd do with about a thousand 14.318mhz crystals :-) 
The ones I got are all over the map from point sumpin' khz to forty sumpin' 
mhz. See some HC6U cans in there..... 


Had at the last toroid that I plan to take out. It is L4 in the tank on the 
output of the MC1350 IF amp. It is spec'd as 11 bifilar turns of #28 on 

a T30-2 core with a 2 turn link. Main turns were ok but the link was 3 or 4 
Calculated L is 2.0812uh. Measured about 2.3 so I guess it's about right. 

It takes about 84.5 pf to resonate this to 12 mhz. The coil has a 50 pf 
trimmer and a 39 pf padder for a range of 47 to 89 pf. 73 pf resonated 

the coil to 12.16 in the measurements. I guess that looks about right (TLAR). 


Re-installed the toroid with a 2 turn link. Figured I had dwaddled enough. 


POWER! !!! 
Had to scurry around and gen up a power source and lashup to get going. 
Just happen to have a size 27 12 V RV battery setting behind the operating 
table from when we lost power for a few hours in the ice storm and I wanted 
to operate...A few cables and fuse holders and we were almost ready to go. 
Whoever did the last debugging didn't bother to put the volume control 
into the ckt, just a phone jack on the audio line...(Is that an ominous sign??) 
So out of a dusty corner of the closet comes an ancient speaker with lo 
a plug of the correct type on the end of the cable..... 
Get the little light fixture that I got at Fox Auto Parts last week and install 
a 27ma bulb(why 27??..because they didn't have a 35ma....) 
OK, alligator lead for ground...everything out of the way... 
Hit the 12 volts line to the light bulb terminal... 
CLICK 
CLICK????? Whaddyamean CLICK???? That ain't right!! 


Hey, the bulb didn't light!!! No pops or smoke....Ahhhh but remember those 
little three legged fuses.... 


Check the key line... No It's not scrounged up against anything...Look at 
the lands for a short..... NOs ceed Ahh... o£ course not... Not that simple.... 


Well, there's a transistor that drives that relay, and a keying transistor that 
turns that on....Sumpins not right ....But we knew that didn't we???.... 


Looks like work for first thing in the morning.... 


These late nights have been killing me.... And the badgers are rolling on the 
floor splitting a gut laughing....... 


Lets see...Two days to do seven days worth of real debugging...... Sigh... 
Tomorrow......

Thanks to all who responded with information. 
I used a 500K pot as a variable voltage divider across a 9 volt battery to 
supply a negative ALC voltage to tame the DX-70 back to qrp and qrpp levels. 
As reported, -4 volts results in 5 watts output on 40 meters. Also, I can 
confirm this corresponds to the last segment of the output meter just 
winking out. 
I can get the power down to unmeasurable levels with this arrangement. I 
also included a switch to remove the battery from the resistor when not in 
use, but I imagine that the leakage current (18 uA) will not drain a battery 
too fast. 
I did notice that different bands required a slightly different ALC voltage 
for 5 watts output, but the output meter indication was the same for 5 watts 
on all bands. This means that a preset pot won't quite do it for all band 
operation, but setting the power level is not too bad a chore. 
I think I would use the 5/50 watt output option except I like having the 100 
watt output available for the Navy MARS SSB circuit. I have seen several 
evenings there where 1 KW was not able to get the traffic through the QRM! 
Besides, I like having continuous control of output power. I might try a 
10-turn pot in the box after FYBO (assuming we don't get eaten by a bear!).

Friends, 


I recently purchased a used B&K 1403A oscilloscope at a swapmeet. It is 
in absolutely perfect condition and a real bargain for $25. The 
vertical amplifier frequency response is DC to 5 MHZ (-3dB) while the 
horizontal amplifier frequency response is DC to 250 kHz. The 
horizontal sweep frequency is stated as being 10 Hz to 100 kHz in four 
overlapping ranges. The manual says that frequencies beyond 5 MHZ can 
be measured through the direct deflection terminals as long as they lie 
somewhere between 10 Vp-p to 100 Vp-p. I have no problem seeing the 
output of my (5-watt) 38 Special when it's connected to the scope's 
direct deflection terminals (in parallel with a dummy load, of course.) 
Unfortunately, the upper limit of the horizontal sweep frequency is much 
too low to be able to view just a few cycles of 10 MHZ energy. On the 
other hand, the scope xdoesx have provisions for external sync or an 
external horizontal signal. So, here's the question. Would it be 
practical to homebrew a_ saw-tooth generator (higher than 250 kHz, 
maybe) and feed it to the EXT. SYNC/HOR INPUT binding post in order to 
improve the resolution somewhat or would the frequency response of the 
horizontal amplifier send me back to the drawing board? From the 
schematic I can see no practical method of bypassing the internal 
horizontal amplifier.

Here is the summary report for the 80 meter QRP beacons which ran on 
over the weekend of Feb 8-9 1997. 


Sorry for the delay in getting this report out. Things have been pretty 
busy here.. 


BEACON DESCRIPTION 


This beacon test made use of the same automatic power sequencer used in the 
previous beacon sessions. This sequencer permits the transmitter to be set 
at up to 6 different power levels. Custom software which drives it simply 
does the following: 


DO FOREVER 
READ THE TIME OF DAY 
SELECT AND SET THE TX POWER LEVEL (based on minutes past the hour) 
SEND CW MESSAGE FOR THE SELECTED POWER LEVEL 

END 


That's about all there is to it. The power controller has 5 relays which 
select one of 5 pots used to set 5 different power levels. The 6th power 
level is produced with with all 5 relays off (uses internal TX pot). 

Very "low tech" but effective. 


The controlling computer is a home-built Motorola 6800 system that I 
designed and built back in 1979 (pre-PC days). The software is written 
in 6800 assembly language. It includes provisions for keying the 
transmitter at each power level for calibration, setting the power level 
and code word messages for each level, and setting the CW sending speed. 


COMMENTS 


Band conditions must have been better than they were for the last 80 meter 
beacon run almost a year ago. Back then, only 2 out of 74 station were 

able to copy the 200 microwatt codeword. This time, 10 out of 29 stations 
were able to dig out the 100 microwatt codeword. The band must have been 


better... ox noise levels were lower.. In fact, I received several requests 
to drop the power even lower next time.. I haven't quite decided what to 
do about those requests. I am looking into alternate ways to control and 
measure the power levels at those low levels. No guarantees yet.. 


Unfortunately it seems that during the beacon period, I forgot to check on 
the solar numbers. I thought of it then totally forgot. I assume they were 
in the low 70's as they have been for the past several months... 


Also, it was not my intention to reuse the same codeword at the 1 mW level 
from the previous beacon. Somehow, it accidentally did not get changed 
and I did not realize it until I had started the beacon and decided I best 
not change it. 


I had originally planned to run this beacon for an entire 48+ hour weekend 
but at the last minute found out that it would be necessary for me to leave 
for a business trip on Sunday afternoon so I had the shut the beacon down a 
little earlier. It was either that or reschedule the whole thing for another 
weekend... I figured that 2 complete nighttime periods and 1 1/2 daytime 
periods should be enough.. 


I am still amazed how well the signals propagate during the daytime on 

80 meters. About half of the 100 microwatt reports were during the 
daytime at distances up to 270 miles.. although the norm was more like 

130 miles. The two furthest reports, although at the 1 watt level, were 
Arizona (2051 miles) and British Columbia-VE7 (2400 miles). Both of these 
were at about midnight local time. There wasn't much in between. Most of 
the reports were from up and down the east coast from local 16-25 miles 
out to 500-600 miles. Maryland and New York were tied at 4 each for most 
reports (100-200 miles). 


Many reported that signals were not as good on the second night as they 
were on the first. 


All in all, reports were received from 14 states + VE7 


AZ CT GA IA MA MD ME MI NC NJ NY OK PA SC + VE7 


Once again there was a wide representation of rigs and antennas. I would 
like to come up with an orderly way to report more detailed information but 
if there are a decent volume of reports, it is difficult to present the 
information in a clear that is easy to read, and it quickly get out of hand. 
I will try to extract highlights of comments from the reports and include 
station descriptions from some of the lower power level reports.. as time 
permits. 


I keep all of the e-mail received for each beacon in separate mail folders 
and if anyone ever wants to review all of the reports in detail, I can 
forward a copy of the complete e-mail folder to you. 


CERTIFICATES and QSL CARDS 


Certificates confirming reception of your lowest power level codeword 
received will be available. Jerry, W4UK (ex W4UKU) has once again offered 
to print them. Those of you who were eligible from past beacons and did 
not request one don't know what you are missing. If you would like one 
from a past beacon just drop me some e-mail with your name/call and the 
date of the beacon and we print one up in the next batch. 


I will also provide a special beacon QSL card if you send me one along 
with an SASE. 


FUTURE BEACONS 


I hope to do at least 2 more beacons this winter/spring. Like last year, I 
do not expect to run any through the summer due to higher static levels. 

I also question how productive they would be and people tend to be busy with 
other things.. But if there is overwhelming interest I could give one a try. 
We'll see.. 


I want to try a beacon on 20 meters but not until springtime conditions 
start to return and it starts staying open into the evening. Probably 


during April or May. In the meantime I have a few other ideas I am working 
on. Stay tuned.. There is more to come.

Well it's me again with more questions. While I was trying to figure 
out the audio problem with my kit, I discovered some things that I 


don't understand. I was checking out the 1m386 and the supporting 
componets around the chip and comparing with a spec sheet for the 
LM386 and found the following; 

1. the TT kit has a .1uF cap in series with a 10 ohm resistor 
bypassing to ground on the output pin #5 of the chip. The spec sheet 
says a .Q5uF cap and a 10 ohm resistor should be used. 

2. on the TT kit has a 100uF cap on the output pin going to 
the speaker. The spec sheet calls for a 250 uF cap. 

3. on the TT kit,pin #1 has a .1 uF cap bypassing to 
ground. The spec sheet call for a 100uF cap. 

4. on the TT kit, a 10uF cap is connected to pin 1 to pin 8 
The spec sheet calls for a 10uF cap in series with a 1.2 k ohm 
resistor. 

5. on the TT kit there is a 10 k ohm resistor in series 
with the wiper of the 10k ohm volume pot that goes to the input pin of the 
chip. The spec sheet calls for no resistor, the wiper of the volume 
control goes directly to the input pin of the chip. 


Ten Tec claims the way the LM386 is configured in the kit is for a 

gain of 200 into a 4 ohm speaker. The spec sheet also claims a gain of 

200 into a 4 ohm speaker. So why is there such a difference in the componets? 
Which one is right ? Should I change any of the componets to match 

the spec sheet? Could any of these differences be causing some of my 

problems ? Should I leave well enough alone?
